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To Balance

“A Strategy for Reducing 
Traffic While Allowing De- 
velopment to Proceed’? was 
the topic for the June 23 
Citizens for Greenbelt meet- 
ing co-sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition. 

Guest speaker Richard Cas- 
taldi, a county councilmember, 
told about transportation miti- 
gation efforts he had _ initiated. 
Another guest speaker, Planning 
and Design Consultant Patrick 
Hare proposed a way to encour- 
age people to bicycle and use 
public transportation to get to 
work by emphasizing cost sav- 
ings. Also present for questions 
and answers was Frank Derro, 
Chief of the Transportation Di- 
vision and Adequate Public 
Facilities for the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Pilan- 
ning Commission. 

Castaldi told the audience that 
he had wanted to get a growth 
management plan in place when 
he became Chair of the County 


Council in 1991. “We couldn’t 


keep pace with public facilities. 
We couldn’t keep up with 
growth,” he said. “So I charged 
the Council . . . to put together 
a growth management policy.” 

A Growth Policies Subcom- 
mittee of the County Council was 
established with Councilmember 
Frank Casula its first chair. The 
subcommittee tackled the issue 
of how and where to target new 
residential and commercial/in- 
dustrial developments, and 
whether to do so. 

By showing on a _ combined 
map where streets were ade- 
quate to handle more traffic, 
where there was excess capacity 
in water and sewer lines and 
where schools were not over- 
crowded, “we could see where we 
could sustain growth and where 
growth would be difficult” Cas- 
taldi said. Although it took 
longer than we thought, the sub- 
committee, with Councilmember 
Stephen Del Giudice as its chair, 
reported out three bills in Sep- 
tember 1993. The council adopt- 
ed them in November. 

CB-60-1993 amended the sub- 
division regulations to establish 
a procedure for constructing 
road improvements needed for 
development. 

CB-61-1993 provides for the 


establishment of Transportation — 


Management Demand Districts. 
These are areas in which vehicle 
trip reduction procedures, strat- 
egies and programs are required. 
Transportation demand _ strat- 
egies include car and van pools, 
transit use incentives, parking 
fees and disincentives, improved 
pedestrian and bicycle access and 
facilities. New or expanded de- 
velopment can be allowed in a 
district if these or other strat- 
egies are done to reduce vehicle 
trip generation during peak per- 
iods and on a daily basis. 

Derro advised the listeners 
that two transportation manage- 
ment demand districts had been 
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established—one for Prince 
Georges Plaza and the other for 
West Hyattsville. However, due 
to lack of development interest 
in these areas, nothing had been 
done to carry out any strategies. 
The last bill, CB-62-1993, will 
allow developers to proceed with 
development while publicly 
financed road improvements are 
being undertaken if the road im- 
provements are fully funded. 
“When I first got on the council, 
you needed only one dollar 
of funds provided for the im- 
provement to be recognized 
in the adequate public facilities 
test” Castaldi said. “I work- 
ed over a number of years 
to change that to 100 percent of 
full construction money and was 
successful after three years of 
battling. In 1989 we got that 
measurement changed.”

Castadi is now seeking legis- 
lation to require developers to 
contribute to the cost of new 
school facilities. He noted that 
Charles, Howard and Montgom- 
ery Counties already had school 
impact fees. That will complete 
his agenda that began with the 
growth management policy he 
initiated in 1991, he told the 
group. 

Save Money with One Car 

“A family that avoids own- 
ing two cars can save $3,000 a 
year and afford an _ increased 
mortgage of $34,000 for a 
house,” was the message brought 
to the group by Design Consult- 
ant Patrick Hare. “That’s a 34 
percent increase on a $100,000 
house.” 

Hare noted that the average 
car speed was 28 miles an hour, 
the average user speed on mass 
transit was only 7 miles an hour 
(including walking, waiting and

stops) and that the average 
speed for bicyclists was 8 miles 
an hour. As a result, he ack- 
nowledged that using bicycles 
and public transportation is not 


as convenient as driving a car_ 


for weather, carrying parcels, 
flexibility, comfort or security. 


However, he advocated selling 
bicycling and public transporta- 
tion as a way to save money. 
“It’s a nice, cheap, slow drag. A 
second car is a fast expense— 
$4,300 a year. Metro is not the 
fastest way to work, but it is the 
fastest way to save money.” 
Hare reached his net savings of 
$3,000 figure by deducting from 
the $4,300 annual cost of own- 
ing a car $1,000 for transit fares 
and $300 for occasional car rent- 
al. 

There are further savings 
that could be achieved if people 
switched from cars to transit, 
Hare believed. A workplace has 
to spend $1,000 annually to pro- 
vide the worker with a car park- 
ing space and an apartment own- 
er has to spend $600 for a park- 
ing space or $50 a month. “What 
if rents were reduced for ten- 
ants with only one car?” he 
pondered. 

Bicycle Facilities 

Mary Clarke asked what kind 
of bicycle and pedestrian facili- 
ties would be done. Castaldi re- 
sponded that as chair of Metro 
he was instrumental in allowing 
bicycles to be taken onto some 
cars at some times. “That was 
another difficult battle,” he said. 
“We gave it a try. It worked 
well, I hope we can get it for 
more rail cars, more days of the 
week,” 


He also noted that the county 
had a trail plan for bicyclists 
and pedestrians. Last year the 
county spent a million dollars 
and this year it will spend $2.4 
million for constructing trails, 
he reported. 


Derro added that there were 
no particular paths being done 
in the two transportation man- 
agement districts. The money 
being spent is federal funds that

The Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes Ince. held 
their first summer meeting on June 16, starting at the 
newly agreed-upon time of 7 p.m.

In response 
to a question about continued 
renovations Jay Freedman indi- 
cated that about half of the ap- 
partments have been renovated 
in eight years. The renovations 
depend on turnover and cash

During the next two months, Greenbelt citizens will be 
nominating, and the Outstanding Citizen Committee will be 
selecting, Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen of 1994. Visiting 
with Dorothy Pyles, 1993 award winner, I asked: “How did 
you feel when you recognized yourself in the preséntation 


speech ?” 


(The winner’s name is kept secret until it is 


announced at the opening ceremonies of the Labor Day Fes- 
tival.) Like most of our Outstanding Citizens, Dorothy was 
amazed at being honored — she said she only “half listened” 
to the speech. Nominees tend to be much involved in the 
community because it is important to them—not because 


they seek recognition. 

Dorothy moved into Greenbri- 
ar in 1979, and from the begin- 
ning felt herself part of the 
total community. She has been 
described as a “bridge builder,” 
both as a good neighbor and as 
a citizen activist. Friends and 
neighbors have come to count 
on her for help and support in 
everyday situations. As a found- 
ing member of Greenbelt East 
Advisory Council (GEAC), she 
has always seen the importance 
of integrating the old and new 
sections of the city. As initiator 
and supporter of the Crime 
Watch, she has been a benefact- 
or of the whole city. 

Dorothy moved to Washington 
with her parents and in 1934, at 
the age of 18, went to work for 
the NRA (National Recovery

Barricade Incident 
In Springhill Lake 


Based Upon Information 
Released by the Greenbelt Police 


According to Greenbelt Police, 
officers responded on July 9, at 
approximately 1:55 a.m. to an 
apartment in the 6200 block of 
Springhill Drive for a report of 
a suicide. Upon theirarrival it was 
learned that a suicide had not 
occurred, but that a male resi- 
dent in his late 20’s had barrica- 
ced himself in a back bedroom 
of the apartment and refused to 
come out. A family member who 
was on the scene advised officers 
that the resident had several fire- 
arms in his possession and had 
threatened to shoot himself. The 
family member also advised offi- 
cers that the resident had used 
crack cocaine and consumed alco- 
holic beverages prior to the offi- 
cers’ arrival, Information was 
also received that the resident had 
ingested a quantity of prescription 
pain medication. ; 


Acccrding to a Police Depart- 
ment press release, a Greenbelt 
officer established communication 
with the resident in an attempt 
to talk him out of the apartment, 
however, he refused to come out. 
The Prince Georges County Po- 
lice Department’s Conflict Man- 
agement Team was then contacted 
and responded. Further attempts 
to talk the resident out of the 
bedroom were unsuccessful. 
Shortly after 6 a.m., the Conflict 
Management Team heard what 
sounded like a shotgun being fired 
in the bedroom where the resident 
was barricaded. The Team broke 
the bedroom windows and used a 
The 


blood appeared to be coming from 
his left sidé. The Conflict Manage- 
ment Team then entered the a- 
partment and removed the resi- 
dent. 


The resident was transported 
to Prince Georges Hospital where 
examination revealed that he had 
suffered an apparent self-inflicted 
wound to his left chest area. At 
1 p.m., the hospital advised. that 
the resident was stil] in critical 


but stable condition, and that his. & 


injury was not life-threatening 
at ths time. Investigation of the

Museum Doll 
Exhibit Extended 


The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum (FOGM) is extending 
the special exhibit on dolls, 
stuffed animals and doll house 
furniture of the 1930s and 1940s 
through September. 


The popular exhibit features 
several baby dolls, including a 
1930 Arranbee Dream Baby and 
its marketplace competitor, the 
Bye Lo Baby. The Bye Lo Baby, 
originally designed in 1922, was 
the first doll modeled after a 
real three-day-old infant. Also 
displayed is an authentic Shirley 
Temple doll wearing a dress 
with a National Recovery Ad- 
ministration (NRA). dress. tag, 
embellished with the _ official 
eagle insignia. — 


There is a 1940 Raggedy Ann 
doll in her traditional print dress 
and starched white apron. One 
side shows her asleep; turn her 
over and she’s awake. 


One unusual doll on display 
is the 1940 “Barbie’”-sized sew- 
ing mannequin. She came with 
Simplicity patterns in Suzanne’s 
Fashion Designing Set. She has 
detachable arms so that without 
them she looks just like a full- 
sized mannequin. This doll was 
given to Bonnie Shields, of 
Greenbelt, one of the major con- 
tributors to the exhibit, by one 
of her former school principals, 
who had owned the doll when 
she was little.

on this request over a period of 
1'5 years. A member of the 
Architecture and Environment 
Committee reported that with 
new changes to the plans, the 
committee voted in favor of the 
exception. 


A long discussion followed, 
with Turnbull stating that the 
addition does not follow the 
recommendations in the “Green 
Book” and that he had bought 
in a row that had no additions 
and was close to the original 
GHI look. This last statement 
was contested by a member who 
indicated that several of the ma- 
sonry houses in that row have 
siding on them. Turnbull also 
contended that a site plan had 
not been provided relating to 
shared walks and yards. Jay 
Freedman agreed and _ indicated 
that members usually had to 
provide a full site plan before 
an addition was approved. 


Phelan commented that al- 
though he recognizes the rights 
of the cooperative, in this in- 
stance he favored the rights of 
the individual. The addition ex- 
ception request passed. 
Retirement and insurance issues 

The board next approved a 
slight revision to the retirement 
plan in place for GHI employ- 
ees. The following item related 
to workers’ compensation insur- 
ance. Management recommend- 
ed canceling the current work- 


ers’ compensation insurance and 
replacing it with the Injured 
Workers’ Insurance Fund of 
Maryland. There would be a sig- 
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nificant monetary savings for 
the same coverage. After dis- 
cussion the board agreed to the 
proposal and also agreed to sus- 
pend the rules calling for a sec- 
onding reading so that the chang- 
es could be put into motion im- 
mediately. 


Financing of buyer’s fees 

At the last meeting, manage- 
ment was requested to bring 
back information on _ financing 
of buyer’s fees that was pre- 
pared last year for the board. 
This project was intended to 
help buyers who did not have 
the required cash to purchase a 
home in GHI. It is possible, how- 
ever, that providing this financ- 
ing could adversely affect GHI’s 
financial status. Leonard Wal- 
lace, a GHI member and _ local 
realtor, indicated that decreasing 
upfront costs would improve 
sales. Turnbull questioned the 
need to collect all of the work- 
ing capital up front and sug- 
gested that an annual fee could 
be collected instead. Board 
member Carole Levin suggested 
forming a committee to research 
these issues. 


Henry made a motion for 
management to explore financ- 
ing options with banks and other 
institutions. Gretchen Overdurff, 
general manager, mentioned 
GHI’s lack of success in this 
area in the past, but indicated 
she is willing to re-explore it.

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will be used to expand the Ana- 
costia stream valley trail sys- 
tem fof both the northeast and 
northwest branches. “All these 
bike plans,” he said, “will be 
completed so that you will have 
direct access from Montgomery 
County, from the Greenbelt Sta- 
tion, to the West Hyattsville 
Station. You will also be able to 
go to the College Park Station 
... We are now missing a few 
links from getting from these 
trails to the PG Plaza Station 
. . « They’re under construction. 
We will have easily 20 miles of 
trails to get you to the Metro 
stations.” 

Hare called the combination of 
Metro stations fed by stream 
valleys and trail system “incred- 
ible.” He noted that he was on 
a committee to extend this trail 
system into the District to Un- 
ion Station and the mall with its 
wealth of museums. At the oth- 
er end, beyond the Greenbelt city 
limits, is 40 square miles of 
“open space heaven.” 


Other Questions 

Alexander Barnes, Jr. ques- 
tioned why developers were not 
limited in the number of parking 
spaces that they could build, 
since these spaces cost money 
and encourage car use. Derro 
noted that in the transportation 
management districts parking 
spaces were restricted and that 
under _ certain circumstances 
none would be required at em- 
ployment centers next to Metro 
stations. However, lenders were 
not willing to lend money for 
projects that did not provide 
parking. 

Barry Schlessinger criticized 
development for not being cen- 
tralized and concentrated in or- 
der to make public transporta- 
tion more convenient. “What can 
you do to keep that from hap- 
pening in the future?” he asked. 
Hare advocated changing the in- 
centive system. He noted that 65 
percent of work trips were under 
six miles and could be done with- 
in 45 minutes by bike. 

Castaldi said there was a need 
to rethink where development 
was going and to use a “carrot 
and stick” approach. “We have 
to look at neighborhoods that 
have good transportation sys- 
tems and encourage growth in 
those locations,” he advocated. 

Derro noted he would be “tar- 
red and feathered” if he pro- 
posed high density development. 
He felt that kids wanted homes 
of their own with yards and fenc- 
es and not apartments. In order 
for them to obtain low cost hous- 
ing, Derro foresaw that they 
would have to go as far as Queen 
Anne County, across the bay. 
Eunice Coxon later asked, “Can 
you blame us for opposing high- 
rises?” Derro, who frequently has 
appeared before irate groups on 
transportation issues, respond- 
ed, “I can’t blame you. Just don’t 
take it out on me.” 


Composting Pallets

Fifty Years Ago 


Four Hours of Hell 
by James Giese 

June, 1944—The “Greenbelt 
Cooperator” told the story first 
published by a camp _ paper 
“Bombs Away” printed some- 
where in Italy on June 4 about 
the ride of the “Texas Star,” a 
Liberator bomber whose crew 
included Greenbelter Dick Bates. 
Son of Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Bates of 13-F Ridge Road, the 
Staff Sergeant was a veteran of 
21 missions over Germany, It- 
aly, Yougoslavia (sic), Ruman- 
ia (sic), Austria and France. 

Over what was to have been 
a routine mission target, a shell 
hit one engine and before the 
pilot could level the plane, it 
had dropped four thousand feet. 
Then flack struck, ripping out 
the hydraulic system and smash- 
ing the bomb sight. The airship 
found itself alone in the flak 
area with nearly all guns targ- 
eted on it. Two flak bursts slash- 
ed across the nose turret with- 
out injuring the nose gunner. 

The bomb bay doors wouldn’t 
close and the flight engineer 
tried to do it manually to pre-

vent the flak getting inside the 
plane without success. A burst 
came through the nose wheel 
door and ran along the arm of 
the navigator, just barely mis- 
sing him. 


Emerging from the danger 
region, the crew heaved a sigh 
of relief when suddenly another 
flak area appeared and all Hades 
broke loose. Sgt. Bates turned 
from his gun and came back to 
find a flak hole waist high and 
level with where he had been 
standing. Another sergeant 
reached for an oxygen bottle 
and saw a hole appear inches 
above his hand as metal whizzed 
through the flight deck missing 
three men by a fraction.

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Greenbelt Resident Slain 
In D.C. Double Shooting 


‘A Greenbelt iresident who work- 
ed in a D.C. market was shot 
to death during an attempted rob- 
bery last week.| The store’s ow- 
ner was also wounded. 


Ik Soo Ahn, 41, of the 7900 
block of Mandan Road, was trans- 
ported to D.C. General Hospital, 
where he died shortly after his ar- 
rival, according to D.C. Police. 


Police said that a man armed 
with a ‘handgun walked into 
Tony’s Market at 5319 East Capi- 
tol Street, S.E. and demanded 
money. He then shot Ahn and 
the store’s owner, but did not 
succeed in obtaining any cash. 
The incident occurred around 
12:30 p.m. on July 5, 


“It looks like it wasn’t well- 
planned,” said Officer Quinton Pe- 
terson, a spokesman for D.C.’s 
Metropolitan Police Department. 
“This seems like something that 
was just a crime of opportunity.” 

According to D.C. Police the 
store’s owner was shot, but his 
wound was not considered life- 
threatening. His name is being 
withheld because he is a witness, 

The area where the shooting 
took place, located near Seat 
Pleasant and Capital Heights, is 
less than a mile from the border 
of the District and Prince Georges 
County. It is about 10 miles from 
Greenbelt, 


Reward Offered 


Police described the suspect in 
the shootings as a black male of 
dark complexion, between 28 and 
29 years old, 5’9” tall, and weigh- 
ing 120-130 lbs. He was wear- 
ing a black baseball cap. blue 
jeans, and a white T-shirt. The 
lower half of his face was con- 
cealed by a black scarf with a 
white design, 

He is wanted for felony murder, 
which is homicide committed dur- 
ing a serious crime. 

Police are offering $1,000 for 
information that leads to an ar- 
rest and indictment in the case.

Political Signs Guidelines 


The State Highway Admini- 
stration (SHA) is reminding 
Marylanders that specific legal 
requirements must be followed 
when posting outdoor signs to 
support or oppose political can- 
didates or particular ballot iss- 
ues. 


The key points of the law are: 
Signs are prohibited on SHA 
property or right of way. Before 
posting any signs on private pro- 
perty, permission must be grant- 
ed by the property owner or 
authorized representative. Signs 
must also conform to any local 
restrictions, zoning regulations 
and time limitations. No signs 
are to be posted more than 45 
days prior to the election date. 
Signs for unsuccessful primary 
election candidates must be re- 
moved within 15 days after the 
General Election. No signs are 
permitted along interstate high- 
ways.
